Two shot-riddled fishing-boats, with flags at 
half-mast, and two decapitated-bodies on board, 
reached Hull on Sunday night with news of an 
astounding and utterly incomprehensible attack 
by the Russian Baltic Fleet on a Hull fishing fleet. 
The full extent of the disaster may take some 
time to ascertain. Tt is known, however, that 
one vessel, if not more, was sunk by shot or shell 
from the Russian guns, and others damaged, and 
that two persons were killed and many wounded.

The Attack. 


Suddenly a glare of searchlights was turned on 
the fishing-bouts from the second half of the 


squadron. Then the stillness was shattered by 
the boom and crash of the firing of heavy 
guns, and the horrified fishermen found them- 
selves subjected toa fierce bombardment. Unable 
to protect themselves, most of the crews sought

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shelter below. . Fortunately, the crew of the 
trawler Moulmein kept clear of their galley, for 
the fusillade had not been long started before 
what appeared to be. a round shot strack 
the port side of the galley, passing out at the 
starboard side. Shouts and yells from the 
fishermen mingled with the detonation of the 
guns. The trawler Mino lay very near to 
the Moulmein, and she was also under hot fire. 
Almost from stem to stern she was riddled with 
shot-holes, but fortunately all the damage was 
above the water-line. None of her crew were 
struck. . For no fewer than twenty minutes the 
firing is said to have continued, many boats 
being hit. During the bombardment those on 
board the Mowlmein, bv the blaze of the search- 
lights, noticed what they took to be torpedo- 
bouts approaching them.

They included the engineer, 
who had a dangerous wound in the chest, sup- 
posed to be from a splinter, and another man. 
who had had his hand shot off. These men and 
others were placed ou board the Great Northern 
mission vessel, where their.injuries were attended 
to. These cases, however, were not the worst, 
for on the deck of the Crane lay her skipper, 
Mr. George Smith, and the second hand, both 
of whom had had their heads shot away. 


Bodies Removed to Hul:. 


After the Crane had sunk, the two dead 
bodies were transferred to the Moulmein, which, 
like the ill-fated Crane, was owned by Kelsall 
Brothers and Beeching, and belonged to the 
Gamecock fleet, and the Moulmein and the Mino 
atterwards left for Hull. The arrival of the 
trawlers in Hull—the Mino with sixteen holes 
above Ше water-line—crented a profound sen- 
sation. The mayor and town clerk were 
acquainted with the circumstances, and the 
authorities:in London.were communicated with 
by Messrs. A. M. Jackson and- Co., solicitors to 
the owners of the Crane. 

One of thé Crane's erew, а young man named 
Smith, son of the dead captain, was ordered to 
leave Hull on Sunday night in order that he 
might make an official statement. ‘Two masters, 
Captain Hames, of the Moulmein, and Captain 
Whelpton, of the Mino, were also summoned to 
proceed to London to have an interview with the 
authorities. Messrs. Jackson’s telegram to the 
Admiralty and the Foreign Office recapitulates 
the foregoing story. It is feared that the steam- 


trawler Wren has. also been sunk with 1 the 
crew. Many distressing scenes were witnessed 
in Hull. Women and sweethearts and children 
were seen weeping, and all were anxious 
to know if their relatives were amongst. the 
injured. No information could be obtained 


regarding the names or'the rig of the war-ships 


which fired on the trawlers, but indignation 
at the affair was general, and the hope was 


expressed that the Russian Fleet might be 
intercepted and an explanation secured from 
them.

His Majesty the King has spoken 
of the incident as *‘ unwarrantable,’’ while the 
Government have, of course, tnken the necessary 
steps to demand in the strongest terms the 
fullest reparntion it is possible for the Russian 
Government to make. 


Trapped by the Japanese. 


The following is the text of General Sakharoff's 
dispatch to the General Staff describing the 
affair at Sandepu: “There was no fighting 


with the enemy on Oct. 19. While carry- 
ing out a reconnaissance on. the 18th on 
the Sandepu  Kaizentai front, a force -of 


Russian cavalry was fired upon by the Japanese, 
who then promptly retired before our patrols. 
Enticed into pursuing the enemy, our cavalry 
suddenly came upon considerable forces of 
Japanese infantry with macbine and field guns 
at Sandepu. These opened fire, obliging our 
cavalry to cease the pursuit. A patrol com- 
manded by Second-Lieutenant 'l'urguenieff was 
shelled at a range of two hundred paces by the 
machine-guns, а]! the horses of the Cossacks 
being either killed or^wounded."

The Mukden correspondent of the Russ says 
that after the fighting of Oct. 14 there returned 
out of several Russian companies but fifteen 
men iu all, none of whom were officers.

Care of Cage-Birds. 

If a bird is troubled with insects, it is well to apply 
Peruvian balsam to the irritating spots, and, as a further 
remedy, dust the feathers well with insect-powder, taking 
care that the bird is kept clean. Shou!d any places on the 
plumage be bare, smear with diluted glycerine (one part 
glycerine to ten of water), over which puff some insect- 
powder. Next day wash it well with soap, warm water, and 
а brush, and then rub thinly with olive-oil. The cage 
should be scalded with hot water, and having been thor- 
oughly cleansed and dusted with insect-powder, should be 
hung in another place. It may be, of course, that the 
trouble is the result of self-pluckinz, a consequence of in- 
judicious feeding on soft f. One should stop the supply 
of soft food (bread and milk), and give hemp or Spratt’s

dipping. ; e ter season is the 
time when tbis vexatious disease is most rampant, as all 
the conditions are favourable to the scourge, and, in some 
varying degree, prejudicial to the welfare of the flocks at 
thattime. If sheep are dip; in the fall of the year with 
an efficient dip, many of the ingredients remain on the 
skin and in the fleece, and thus afford tection against 
scab outbreaks for a very consid le period. The 
curative and protective properties of dipping are espe- 
cially conspicuous when the operation is performed in 
autumn, because by then the flocks have been adjusted for 
theseason. Graziers have compl their purchases, and 
breeders have filled up blanks, and it may be said that the 
period of migration terminated, and the risk of con- 
tagion diminished accordingly. This, then, is precisely the 
time to dip, so that the fresh arrivals may be thoroughly 
purifled and disinfected before they can have contaminated 
the old flocks, and also that the latter may be rendered 
proof against attack. It is unquestionably in the seasons 
when the store or grazing flocks are most on the move that 
the danger of infection chiefly exists, and it is then that 
the shrewd owner is on the alert to safeguard his animals. 
He will isolate new contingents until he is satisfied thst they 
are free from disease, or, better still, have them di 

immediately on their arrival at the farm. Finally, when 
the full complement is made’ up in readiness for the winter, 
dipping is resorted to as the finishing touch to the prepar- 
ations. 16 is possible, nnd sometimes necessary, to dip in 
the winter, or even in early spring; but it is better for the 
animals to dip them in antumn, before the weather gets too 
coli; and, moreover, if they are Mp in autumn it will 
seldom be needful to dip until after shearing the next year. 


Answer to Correspondent. 

W. H. J. (Leicester), —I cannot advise you to give up 
your employment and invest your savings in the manner 
you describe. Why not first gin experience by living on 
the outskirts of the town, keeping a few head of poultry, 
and not giving up your present-oceupation? In time you 
may then be able to take the step you contemplate.
